Twenty years have 
elapsed since we were awarded the gold medal at the San Francisco International 
Exposition and vast strides have been made during the intervening time both in the 
production of new hybrid lilies and in the improvement of our knowledge of the cultural 
requirements of the genus as a whole. The increased popularity of lilies all over the 
world is certainly indicative of the high esteem in which they are held by garden enthusi- 
asts and is most encouraging to the growers who have spent the greater part of a life- 
time producing them. Like a continued story, each year brings a new chapter with the 
flowering of exciting new hybrids and the perfection of improved cultural techniques. 
Future seasons are most certainly intriguing to look forward to. 

On the following page are listed a number of new hybrid lilies which we are 
offering as our 1959 Introductions. These are all outstanding plants which have been 
thoroughly tested for several seasons since their first selection and we feel certain 
they will prove to be valuable additions to the list previously offered. The latter is 
most complete this year, containing a large selection of recent introductions along with 
earlier hybrids of unquestioned merit. Associated with us in the production of stock 
offered in this catalogue are growers of long experience including Mr. Carleton Yerex, 
Mr. John Shaver, Mr. Henry Eckstein, Miss Beatrice Palmer, Mr. Boyd C. Kline and a 
number of other specialists in this field. To Dr. E. F. Palmer we gratefully acknowledge 
the creation of many fine hybrids which we are now able to offer to the Trade. 

Our list of Lily species has again been expanded to include several more of the 
rare and unusual for which we find a continued increase in demand. The greatly in- 
creased market for lilies in recent years, brought about to a large extent by the 
publicity accorded the many new hybrids available, has created a renewed interest in 
the species among serious garden enthusiasts. While it would be virtually impossible to 
offer every known species, we welcome inquiries for any not currently listed and we 
will gladly endeavor to secure them or suggest a source of supply. 

For some years past we have been developing large stocks of hardy cyclamen and, 
from a small beginning, demand for these interesting and attractive plants has increased 
until they are now a major item with our trade. Due to an exceptionally good growing 
season our cyclamen stocks were never better, either for shipment as dormant corms 
in the summer or as growing plants during the balance of the year. 

In conclusion, we suggest the possibility of extending the sales season for hardy 
lilies by offering them as growing plants during the spring and early summer. Many 
varieties can be succcessfully handled in this manner, by planting in pots or other con- 
tainers during the late winter the bulbs will make just the right amount of top growth 
for rapid sale during the spring planting season. 
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1959 INTRODUCTIONS 


L. AURELIAN HYBRID ALLICE—A large, smoothly recurving, pure white flower 
with soft apricot center. The plant is of graceful habit and rather shorter than the 
majority of the Aurelian group—4 to 5 feet being its ultimate height under normal 
conditions. Midseason flowering, late July to early August. 


L. GREATHEART (Henryi x (Galahad x Aurelian))—An exceptionally attractive 
new hybrid with medium size flowers, wide open flaring type, slightly waved with 
gently recurved tips. The glowing flame orange base shades to deep cream at tips with 
Orange brown anthers. The plant is very vigorous and strongly upright, growing 7 to 
8 feet tall with glossy, dark green foliage and a wide pyramidal head of up-tor5G 
blooms. Secondary buds give a full head of bloom over a long period. July flowering. 


L. ORCHID LADY—A Martagon-Hansonii hybrid selection from the Painted 
Lady group, this is a most vigorous and free flowering clone carrying up to 50 flowers 
on 4 to 5 foot stems. The recurved flowers are orchid purple shading to pearl white 
at the center and dotted deep purple. An extremely hardy plant of easiest culture. 
Mid-June flowering. 


L. REGINA—A new hybrid created by Dr. E. F. Palmer which has been awarded 
the Griffith Cup as the best seedling lily exhibited at the N.A.L.S. shows for two con- 
secutive years, Ithaca 1957 and Toronto 1958. Of Aurelian origin, this lily carries 
very large flowers intermediate in form between trumpet and flare, a new graceful 
flower which is difficult to adequately classify. The color is a pure deep unspotted 
yellow with contrasting reddish brown anthers. The erect stems grow to 6 feet in 
height and the flowering season extends from mid-July to early August. 


L. SILVER PRINCE—A late flowering hybrid from Dr. Palmer’s Aurelian strain. 
The flowers are recurved, creamy white shading to light tangerine at base and tips of 
petals. The stems are vigorous and erect, rising to 6 feet with glossy deep green 
foliage. Secondary buds prolong the flowering season until late August. 


L. SUNDANCE ((Henryi x Aurelian) x Sulphur Trumpet)—Large bowl-shaped 
auratum type flowers carried on strong, erect stems 5 to 6 feet tall. The color is a deep 
sulphur yellow at the tips shading to a lighter tone of the same color at the base. 
The flowers are unspotted and the reddish brown anthers produce a pleasing contrast 
to the bright yellow flowers. Late July to August flowering.
